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SOCIETY TRUSTEES ADOPT BUILDING 
CONCEPT AND CONSTRUCTION TIMETABLE 

Earlier this year, the Bethel Historical Society Board of Trustees 
accepted the concept and proposed construction timetable (subject 
to funding) of the O’Neil Robinson House addition, which will add 
over 10,000 square feet of new construction to the House within a 
connected farm building concept similar in form to the adjoining Dr. 
Moses Mason H ouse and the other “sister” house, the John Hastings 
Homestead across Mason Street from the Dr. Mason House. All 
three of these residences were once owned by sisters (Agnes, 
Abigail, and Betsey Straw) who married Bethel men, Dr. Moses 
Mason, John Hastings, and O’Neil Robinson, respectively. 

In May 1998, the Society began a new era for its 1150+ members, 
and 4000+ annual visitors with the purchase of the Robinson House. 
Since that time over $600,000 from over 400 individuals, 
corporations and foundations has been raised by the Capital 
Campaign Committee to fund the acquisition of the Robinson 
House, replace the roofing, repoint the chimneys, install a new 
electrical system, repair and winterize the windows, and add more 
insulation. We also managed to increase the endowment with funds 
which were made possible through a matching challenge grant.

Within the proposed new 
building there will be several thousand square feet of state-of-the-art 
storage along with a research library, historical classroom. 


traditional craft room, and collection care facilities. When this 
building is completed, the Society’s extensive collection of 
documents, books, photographs, and artifacts will have a proper 
home. The rich history of the Bethel area and northern New England 
will come alive for scholars, students, and visitors drawn to what 
area promoters have proclaimed “Maine’s most beautiful mountain 
village.” 

The Society prepared a business plan prior to launching the 
second phase of the capital campaign. After much study by the 
Building Committee working with the architect and others, it was 
finally determined that approximately $1.1 million would be 
necessary to complete the addition to the Robinson House. To 
accomplish this major Society undertaking, it was decided to break 
the project into several stages. Efforts are being undertaken now to 
raise enough funds to build the exterior of the building in 2003, 
possibly complete the interior first floor in 2004, and finish the 
second floor and dedicate the building in 2005, bearing in mind that 
completion of all of these goals will depend upon the receipt of 
adequate financial support from individuals, corporations, and 
foundations. 

To accomplish this project, support from everyone who can help 
is being sought. There are several naming opportunities remaining 
as well as the chance to provide needed furniture and equipment.

The Old Mill on Chapman Brook 

The Rev. Eliphaz Chapman, the first settler on the 
Chapman farm, had three sons. Timothy, who succeeded him 
on the home farm, George Whitefield, who I think built his 
first cabin near the bank of the Androscoggin just below 
where Chapman Brook enters the river, and Edmund 
Chapman who had a saw mill and grist mill on Chapman 
Brook about a mile from the river. 

I think both mills were out of use before 1870 but 
Grandfather Goddard married the widow of a son of Deacon 
Edmund and he was an expert millwright and repaired the 
saw mill and put it in working order, but he died in 1 872 and 
nothing was done after that to keep things up and the mill 
gradually went to ruin. 

In 1882, one day when some of our boarders were having 
a picnic at the falls up the stream I spent some time looking 
over the old abandoned mill. 

The grist mill was driven by an overshot water wheel 
probably eighteen feet or more in diameter. The saw mill had 
a long blade fastened securely in a wooden frame sliding up 
and down in wooden guides. 

It was driven from below the floor of the mill by a flutter 
wheel which was made as follows: The shaft was of wood 
about eighteen inches in diameter. Wooden arms were 
morticed into it and each pair of aims carried a paddle or 
float about a foot wide and perhaps six feet long. The water 
was guided to strike the floats and pass underneath the wheel. 
A heavy iron crank was driven into the end of the saw frame. 
As I remember it, the stroke of the saw would be somewhere 
about thirty inches. 

The saw log carnage was driven by a vertical wooden 
shaft wide wooden paddles on the lower end and wooden 
teeth engaging with wooden teeth on the log carriage on the 
upper end. 

The outfit was very wasteful of water and would nearly 
empty the mill pond in making one cut but they would close 
the gates when one board was sawed, push back the log 
carriage by hand and set the log over by measurement to the 
right position for the next board and by that time the pond 
was full and ready to saw another board. 

When my father first came to Bethel, the first mill was in 
operation and the miller could catch a mess of trout from the 
mill pond any time he wanted to in the time it took to grind 
a grist of grain. 

In 1 875 for a short time, a Mr. Law brought steam power 
there and had a clothespin factory there for a short time. 

About 1878 to 1881, there was a steam operated spool 
strip saw mill a little farther down on the stream. 

Finally in 1 883 & 1 884, the grandson of Deacon Edmund 
installed a modem turbine wheel and spool strip saw mill and 
operated it for about four years. 

Some of the time they also had a shingle machine there 
and also sawed shingles. 

In 1888, they went broke and the mill stood idle for 
several years. 

When the mill and farm were sold at auction, James

Chapman bid in the whole thing for $900 and soon after sold 
the farm to George Chapman for a thousand dollars and 
reserved the mill. It was last used there in the spring of 1 872 
and in the autumn the machinery was taken out and moved 
elsewhere. 

Today there is nothing left there except a few iron rods set 
in the ledges that once had posts on them to support the top 
timbers of the dam and a few cut stones that once supported^, 
some of the mill and I believe an old millstone that wa. 
discarded for a new one when the grist mill was still in

Usual tree, etc. Ruth’s folks came up [from 
Greenwood], December 26, Clear, warm. Weather Breeder I 
guess. I swamped road in Bean Swamp. Put up a stake at 
south end of Range 9 between Lots 9 & 10. December 27, 
Snow. 6 in. Rain. Put up load of spuds. 133 bu. & 150 bu. & 
lewt. In all from Haakon’s spuds. December 28, Cold, windy. 
Got sled out. I hauled limb wood from Cobum Place & L10 
R7. December 29, Clear, cold. I cut cord wood on back lot. 
Practice meeting in eve. December 30, Cold, windy. Loaded 
Bob for Portland. Dad & I went to Fryeburg to see Edward 
[Hastings]. December 31, -14 [degrees]. Clear, cold. Fred 
Haines & I surveyed the lot line between lots 8 & 9 Range 7. 
Finished job O.K. 

1939 — January 1, Clear, cool. Home in a.m. Filled in lot 
lines on map, Mason & Gilead south of river. Greenwood in 
p.m. Snow at night 6 inches. January 2, Clearing, windy. Cut 
wood & birch. Leslie [Noyes] is working for us. Potatoes 
SI. 55 cwt. Grange installation in the eve. January 3, Clear, 
cold. Cut wood. Snow in p.m. January 4, Clearing. 3 inches 
snow. We laid a “yard” in 1 0 R 7. Hard wood. January 5,-15 
[degrees] Clear, warm. Yarded hardwood logs. Wet day. 
Practice meeting. January 6, Rain. Put up spuds. Norway in 
p.m. January 7, Cloudy, warm. Bob took load of spuds to 
Hannafords. $1.35 per cwt. I “chored” 1 14 hrs. for [Fred] 
Haines. January 8, Cloudy. Surveyed church lot. Vernon 
[Smith] called in p.m. Grover & Alice [Brooks] called in eve. 
January 9, Clear, warm. Put up spuds. Bob hauled ‘em to 
Portland in p.m. We cut wood. Whist Party in eve. January 
10, Clear & warm. Snow is melting. Cut & yarded hard 
wood. January 1 1, Cooler. Cut & yarded. January 12, Cold. 
Windy. Sawed 4 cords of wood. 1 to Guy Bartlett, 3 to 
Grover [Brooks]. Putup spuds. Inspection in eve. January 1 3, 
Cold, windy. Cut white birch. January 1 4, Clear, cool. Cut & 
yarded white birch. January 15, Clear, cool. Went to camp & 
brot back the “wanigan.” Got to tear the camp down. Hard 
wheeling on the ice but we made it.

went to Portland. Potatoes are $1.40 cwt. January 26, -10 
[degrees] Clear & cold! Put up spuds. Built table for power 
tools. Started a lathe. Back is broke. January 27, -25 [degrees] 
Clear & Cold! Round home in a.m. Norway & Bethel in p.m. 
January 28, Clear & warmer. I’m tinkering. Got the motor, 
saw & planer. January 29, Clouding. Greenwood. Took Ma 
Cole to Dr. Tibbetts. January 30, Clouding & snow. Cut 
timber & put up spuds. Old snow about 6" deep. Started 
snowing at noon. Nor’easter. January 31, Snow! Blizzard! 
About 14"-16" . I finished bench for power tools. Finished 
spuds in my back cellar. February 1, Clear & cold. Cut 
hardwood. Snow is knee deep. February 2, Snow. Bob & I 
broke road to peeled pulp in 10R9. Snow is deep. February 3, 
Clear & warm.

Sold 10M 
hardwood logs to Chadboume. February 7, Snow. Nor’east.

Went to 
Norway & had back fixed. February 9, Cool & high wind. 
I’m home. Got 318 chicks (10 days old) from Mel Wilson. 
Mason meeting. February 10, Cloudy, snow. I’m tinkering. 
February 11, Clear, warm. Cutting birch. Snow is deep. Bob 
hauling pulp to river. February 12, Clear, cool. I set up my 
line shaft. Went to Greenwood. February 13, Cloudy. Cut 
birch.

Hauled birch for 
Kimball. Put up spuds for Urban [Bartlett]. 70 cents per bu. 
here. Northern Lights bright. February 25, Clear & warm. 
Nice day. I’m hauling limb-wood from Bean Swamp. Whist 
party. February 26, Cloudy. Snow-rain. Cleaned brooder 
cellar. Went to Greenwood. February 27, Clear, warm. Put up 
load spuds for Hannford. Brot 10 cwt. starter [chick feed] & 
1 0 cwt. coal to my cellar. Snow is settling some. February 28, 
Cloudy, snow-rain. Leslie & I cut grey birch. Bob in Portland. 
Barbara, Virginia & Isabel went to So. Portland [school 
vacation visit with Mary Toft, East Bethel teacher],
